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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art-- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 9 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kwak (US Patent Application Publication 2003/0129950), cited by applicant. 

Kwak discloses, in figure 2, a foldable mobile phone comprising a first portion 
101 having a metal section 126, a second portion having an antenna portion 124, a 
hinge unit or shaft 103 extended between two adjacent ends of the first portion and the 
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second portion, for pivotally connecting the first portion and the second portion such that 
the first and second portions can be pivoted to a closed position and to an open 
position, the metal section electrically coupled with the antenna portion when the first 
and second portion are pivoted to the closed position, and the metal section electrically 
decoupled with the antenna portion when the first and second portion are pivoted to the 
open position. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 11-17, and 38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 1 , 3-8, and 37 are allowed. 

6. The patents to Sanz et al, Sakamoto et al, Phillips et al, and Kim are cited as of 
interest showing the foldable wireless electrical device similar to that disclosed.
